presses . the. .view. that, th.c report is 
.of capital importance, because of the 
effort, now being-made to-secure such 
enlargement of the powers of the In- 
terstate Commerce 
commission, as 


will confer upon the conrvmission.'pow- 
er in some .measure adequate to meet 
the clearly demonstrated needs of the 
situation. 
The/facts set forth in the 


report, he declares, are .for the most 
part not -disputed. 
That the Stand- 


ard Oil company has benefited enor- 
mously up almost to the present mo- 
ment by secret rates, many, of which 
were clearly unlawful, the'President 
says the report clearly shows',

benefit thereby secured amounting to 
at least three-quarters of- a million a 
year.
